WRETCHED CONDITION 


LIKE WILD ANIMALS. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.) 


BOSTON, April 4.—Recent letters receiv- 


ed from eastern Turkey report the condi- 
tion of that section to be most deplorable 
despite the relief work being done. The 
writers state that almost the entire Arme- 
nian nation are struggling for existence 
nnder conditions the contemplation of 
which almost makes them wish for death. 


An Armenian in Harpout says the peo- 


ple are dressed in rags that are unwashed 
and smell so of the stables that the odor is 
almost unbearable. Their eyes are in- 
flamed by the glare of the sun on the 
snow and they present sad picture of suf- 
fering and destitution. 


Whole families hungry and scantly 


clothed sleep on the ground at night. 
People huddle together in the corners 
seeking protection from the cold. Such 
things may exist in the slums of other 
lands but here the misery is intensified in 
many cases by the rapidity of the transi- 
tion from comfort and even luxury to 
want. The poverty is accompanied by 
other ills one of the chief of which is the 
constant fear of fnrther barbarities from 
the relentless Turks.

The following bills now before the leg 


islature will be read with interest by the 
people of this city. 


Hoiixc BUI \o. 721. 


SECTION!. The city of North Adams 


may for the purpose of holding and pay- 
ing for the purchase price ot the real es- 
tate situate on the south-western corner 
of Summer and Morris streets in said city, 
to be used for the purposes of a city hall, 
city offices and other municipal purposes, 
in accordance with a vote of the inhabi- 
tants of North Adams, and for the pur- 
pose of acquiring and holding the land ad- 
jacent to said real estate on Summer 
street, and known as the "Hodskins prop- 
erty," for the purpose of providing addi- 
tional offices for the city and generally lor 
municipal purposes, and for the purpose 
of taking and holding the lands situate in 
said city, adjacent to the state normal 
school grounds, nlso lands situate 
on 


Johnson street and at Braytonville and 
elsewhere in said city for sites for school 
buildings and erecting 
school 
build- 


ings thereon, and generally for pub- 
lic school purprses, issue bonds, notes or 
scrip to an amount not exceeding one 
hundred and seventy thousand dollars in 
addition to all amounts heretofore author- 
ized. Such indebtedness not to be consid- 
ered or reckoned in determining the au- 
thorized limit of indebtedness of the city 
of North Adams under the provisions of 
chapter twenty-one of the Public Statutes 
and acts in amendment thereof. Such 
bonds, notes or scrip shall bear on their 
face the words "City of North Adams, 
School House and City Hall Ixian, Act of 
1896,'' shall be payable at the expiration 
of periods not exceeding thirty years from 
the date of issue, shall bear interest at a 
rate not exceeding four per cent, per an- 
num payable semi-annually, and shall he 
signed by the treasurer and countersigned 
by the mayor. The city council may au- 
thorize the treasurer to sell such securities 
at public or private sale, at not lees tHan 
par, or pledge the same for money bor- 
rowed for the purposes of this act, upon 
such terms and conditions as said city 
council may deem proper. Any appropri- 
ations made by tbe ciLy council for the 
acquiring, purchasing and holding of the 
real estate above mentioned on the south- 
western corner of Summer and Morris 
streets, or the real estate adjacent thereto 
known as the "Hodskins property," above 
mentioned, or both of said estates, shall 
be valid without a ratification of the same 
by the legal voters of the city voting in

five. 


SECTION 2. 
The city council shall pro- 


vide at the time of contracting said loan for 
the establishment of a sinking fund, and 
shall annually contribute to such fund a 
sum sufficient with the accumulations 
thereof to pay the principal of said loan 
at maturity. Said city council, instead of 
establishing a sinking fund, may provide 
for the payment of such bonds, notes or 
scrip in annual payments of such amounts 
as will in the aggregate extinguish the 
same within the time prescribed in this 
act. The city shall raise by taxation such 
sums as shall be necessary in addition 
thereto to pay the said principal and in- 
terest sums as they sball become due. 


SECTION 3. This act shall take effect 


upon its passage. 


House Bill Vo. 09!l. 


SECTION 1. The city of North Adams may, 
for the purpose of completing its reser- 
voir at the "Notch," so called, and goncr- 
ailying for the purpose of supplying the 
inhabitants of the city with pure water, 
issue bonds, notes or scrip to an amount 
not exceeding thirty thousand dollars in 
addition to all amounts heretofore author- 
ized. Such bonds, notes or scrip shall 
bear on their face the words "City of 
North Adams Water Loan, Act of 1896," 
shall be payable at the expiration of pe- 
riods not exceeding forty years from the 
date of issue, shall bear interest payable 
aemi-annually at a late not exceeding 
four per cent, per annum, and shall be 
signed by the treasurer and countersigned 
by the mayor. The city council may au- 
thorize the treasurer to sell such securi- 
ties at public or private sale, at not less 
than par, or pledge tbe same for money 
borrowed for the purposes of this act, 
upon such terms and conditions as said 
city council may deem proper. 


SECTION 2. The city council shall pro- 


vide at the time of contracting said loan 
for tbe establishment of a- siuking fund, 
and shall annually contribute to such fund 
a sum sufficient with the accumulations 
thereof to pay the principal of said loan 
at maturity. The said sinking fund shall 
remain inviolate and pledged to the pay- 
ment of said loan and shall be used for no 
other purpose. Said city council instead 
of establishing a sinking fund may pro- 
vide for the payment of such bonds, notes 
and scrip in annual payments of such 
amounts as will in the aggregate extin- 
guish the same within the time prescribed 
in this act. The income from the water 
rates not applicable to the payment of 
other water debts of the city shall be ap- 
plied to the payment of tbe principal and 
interest of such bonds, notes and scrip, 
and the city shall raise by taxation such 
sums as shall be necessary in addition 
thereto to pay the said principal and in- 
terest sums as they shall become due.

1 HE ROLLING .1WAY OF A STONE. 


They tell us of a great joy mingled with 


• wonderful surprise that came to a Jew- 
ish girl's loving hewrt one spring morning 
about two thousand years ago, because of 
the rolling away of'n stone from a door, 
behind which she lind thought was buried 
in Uernal darkness all that had made life 
neeiu to her worth the living. 


But do we know that she really did be- 


lie\ e that the dark aesa was to be eternal, 
that her loved one was bidden away from 
her forever? Faith is so akin to love, and 
hope springs so naturally from the sweet 
kinship, may we no* have more reason for 
believing, those of'as who wish to believe 
anything (and God help the poor shriv- 
elled heart that docs not long to believe 
something at this joyous Easter-time) that 
never for a moment did she doubt that He 
would cotne to her tigain? So faithful is 
lo\e, so loving is faith and so hopeful is 
the blending.of the two. 


And yet on that e irly morning as she 


•ought the spot whore her heart's life was 
renting, a great hideous stone seemed a re- 
lentless barrier before her with no one to 
roll it away, Sne cciuld bat question the 
why and the how ofiit all, but that need 
net mean that her faith was shaken. She 
Wiis but human though so near divinity. 


And so she trudyed along her weary 


way, worn with care and anxiety but with 
a loving watchfulness that knew no.tiring, 
she who had known so much of a hard 
n orld's cruelty and yet could ever shed 
abroad a sweetness, though it be like the 
s\\ eetness that could come only with the 
breaking of an alabaster box and the sac- 
rifice of precious ointment, broken in 
t< irs but to make o ae woman remember- 
ed of mankind forever. 


The dawn of a ne\v day came to her, as 


it did to a suffering, stumbling world, 
\\ hen she found the stone rolled away for 
lu r; the dawn of a riew day and the estab- 
lishment of i new h ope which have light- 
ed the world with a glorious light through 
nil these centuries, a. light which,stronger 
in this century of ours than ever before, 
reaches beyond this world into a better 
one they tell us of above, brightening the 
l:timan lives, forming rainbows through 
tears it may be and proving to all who 
v ill let it fall upon t'aem that 


"Faith hath still ite Olivst 
And love its Qallil ee." 
This story of the stone is but one inci- 


dent of that wonder.ill springtime morn- 
ing, a'simple one it may seem as com- 
pared with the other marvelous events of 
: he first Easter, but it may not be bad for 
us to give it a little t bought; to pause for 
n moment at this Easter-tide and let it 
interrupt our word-a-day cares and anxie- 
ties and it may be ga'ther from it a little 
more of hope and good cheer. 


There are stones in ihe pathways of us 


all. Some of them seem barirers that 
alone keep us from it promising future, 
others seem the cruel barriers that hide 
forever joys of the past. 
Fortunate is 


the one who has no post that covered by 
a shielding stone is tost forgotten. But 
to all of us, if we will omly let it, this Eas 
ter-time may be a propihecy that 


"In after years an angel may 
Boll the stone from the grave away." 


AMERICAN BUSINESS AND CUBA. 


When the leading bnsilness papers of the 


country begin to use' their influence in be- 
half of Cuban i ndependeoce from commer- 
cial standpoints, the insurgents can take to 
themselves substantial hope that some- 
thing good will come to them from it, and 
that they have secured allies that are 
among the most practically valuable of any 
American influences. lii a recent abU 
editorial the Boston Journal of Commerce 
nays in part as follows: 


"The recent successes of the Cubans de- 


verve serious attention from the business 
men of the United States. There is 
strange lack of undeiistandlng among 
them of the extent of ttae revolution and 
oi its prospects. 


"In their own intere3t?<«it vvould seem 


if the American owners of Cuban estat 
looking not to tomorrow but to the day 
after tomorrow, would desire Cu ban 
success. 


"The South American republics are not 


models oi goo4 government, perhaps, but 
at least tuey do permit complete freedom 
of worship and most of tyhetn, provide free 
pu jlic schools. Spain itas loaded u debt 
of 5295,707,2(11 noon Cuba, not one »:ciit of 
w;.lch was incurred for public schools: 
asylums, or even harbor improvements. 


"Even Hayti spends more annually on 


education than the Spanish government 
in C'ulja. Hayti spends $1,000,000, Cuba 
$13.2,001). The govern iuei.t does not sup- 
port a single public library. Out of a 
total expenditure of 25,!iBt,239 pesos in 
1893-4, 12,574,-lSj pesos was tor the debt, 
4,015,031 only for all the purposes of the 
Ministry of the Interior, and 5,904,034 011 
the military establishment maintained lor 
the purpose of overawing the island. 
"In spite of tbe tremendous damage done 
to property in Cuba, American property 
has been spared out of respect to the 
United States, spared thougji its owners 
were known to be actively opposing the 
cause of ircedom, 


"Spain opposes American traffic with 


Cuba in every iiosaible way. The sneer 
•t South American republics is ea.sy, pos-

ribly it is deserved. It is worth remem- 
bering, however, that every obligation of 
tbe government to the Boston railroad In 
Colombia Has been faithfully carried out 
and every bit of damage paid even under 
trying and exceptional circumstance!. 
The Cubans are not likely to fall below 
the Colombian standard. 


'Revolutions in Cuba could not be 


more frequent under Cuban than they 
have been under Spainish rule, but even 
if more settled conditions 
were not 


jrought about, as we beleive they would 


, by an immediate increase in desirable 


immigration American trade with Cuba 
would double were the Spainish fetters 
removed from its commerce. 


As a material advantage to the United 


States, Cuban independence ought to 
command the support of American men 
of business. From the point of view of 
our duty as a Nation to the cause of mor- 
ality and liberty, further delay of our re- 
cognition of the men who are fighting 
against a tyranny moro cruel than Eng- 
and'sisa crime against civilisation."

THE SCHEDULE NOT YET READY. 


The Board will Take Time and Act with 


Care. 
The 
Sewer System. 
The 


Subject or Roads to be Carefully 


Considered. 


The board of public works met yester- 


day afternoon and their entire attention 
was givento arranging the estimates for ap- 
propriations for this year's expenses. 


The members of the board had hoped to 


have the schedule ready to submit to the 
council at the regular meeting to be held 
Monday evening, but now find themselves 
unable to do so. 


The work requires much careful delib- 


eration and will not allow of haste. 
It is 


very probable that the meeting of tbe 
council will be adjourned Monday evening 
and that a special meeting will be called 
for the purpose of acting upon the matter 
of appropriations, both those of the school 
board and the board of public works. 
The city will 
be asked to 
appro- 


priate a special amount to enable the 
currying out of the proposed alterations 
and extension of the surface sewer system 
as contemplated by the members and the 
city engineer. If the amount asked for is 
allowed the surface sewer system will re- 
ceive the immediate attention of the 
officials, who hope to prevent a repetition 
of the inconvenience and expense to 
property owners which was experienced 
this year. 


The matter of roads will receive no 


little consideration if the plans of the 
board are carried out. The purchase of a 
steam roller and quantities of crushed 
stone will be a matter of much import- 
ance. It is possible that the schedule 
will not be ready for the action of the 
council for two weeks.

Hence 
it is the earnest fluty of every -wage 
earner to study the following statement 
of our imports of foreign woolens dur- 
ing the four years of McKinley protec- 
tion to wool and the one year of free 
trade in that raw material:

Last year the Democratic gift of freo 


raw material to woolen manufactures 
more than doubled our imports of for- 
eign woolen goods as compared with the 
average value of similar imports during 
tbe four years of McKiu'ley protection. 
The exact increase was $80,599,813. H 
we take one-half of this amount as the 
value of the labor employed in making 
Bnch goods, then thn loss to American 
labor employed in our woolen mills wns 
$15,300,000 iu a single year of free 
trade in the raw material of only ovie 
industry. 


But the loss to onr wage earners has 


been more than this, and for several 
reasons. In tho first place the imports 
of last year's woolen goods, so called, 
very largely cousistftfcof tho cheapest 
quality of stuffs, in \wiich rags, muugo 
and shoddy formed the bulk of the com- 
ponent parts. Hence the increase in 
value does not fairly represent the in- 
creased quantity of goods imported, 
which was greater »han the value indi- 
cates. Another reason is that when tho 
purchaser of these cheap goods begins to 
complain of their bad wearing quali- 
ties, lie is informed that they are 
American goods, and that he bad better 
buy foreign clothing hereafter. This 
tends to check a subsequent demand for 
the produce of onr own mills, and tiros 
it checks their output and again the de- 
maud for American labor. 


As the value of labor is so much less 


in Europe than here, a better grade oil 
goods than we imported so largely in 
1893 could undersell American goods of 
similar quality if existing tariff condi- 


1 tions were continued. As the value ot 
\ labor in most American industries repre- 


sents moro than half tho cost of the fin- 
ished aiticle, tho estimated loss to labor 
is greater than we have stated in the 
case of last year's woolen imports. La- 
bor in every industry would ba affected, 
in precisely the same ratio as labor in 
the woolen mills, if the tariff in all in- 
dustries were on the basis of the woolen 
schedule of the Wilson bill. Hence it is 
the duty r,f labor to reflect, not only 
upon its actual position of today, but 
•upon the possibilities of its future con- 
ditions, should the free raw material 
craze bo, by any possibility, extended to 
every otlio;1 American industry. Labor 
has had its lossou. Labor knows tlia 
remedy—to vote, at every opportunity, 
against every cnndidc'.e for congress who 
favors free trade.

as t liey are called. There are people who 
say they can drink if they want to, so 
can they quit if they want to. 
Every 


mail's liberty to sustain and propogate a 
saloon in a community ceases where the 
good of that community begins. 
They 


say that people have liquor in their cel- 
lars. If the people who have liquor in 
their cellars were the people who sup- 
ported the saloon, Mr. Murphy thougnt 
his work as an advocate ot temperance re- 
foria would cease. 


Tuere is one sensible way to drink 


liquor. This way, he thought, was lor a 
man to buy a gallon of whiskey and have 
his wife sell it to him when he desired a 
drink. In this way his family gets the 
benefit of ha weakness. 
The whiskey 


trust, the greatest of all trusts, is sustained 
by the working people. 


If we could use liquor judiciously we 


could modulate the system, but the lia- 
bility is to exercise pleasure to excess. 
In icgard to the argument that Lujness 
is buttered by license, he said that the real 
estate men do not think so. They say 
that the saloon is emblematic of degrada- 
tion. The mean m»n never becomes a 
druikard. There is not so much drinking 
under no-license; the saloon is a tempta- 
tion to many and when its door is closed 
there is a safeguaid for these. There is 
one way to beat gambling and drunken- 
ness, and that is to nave the manliness to 
lea^e it alone. Mr. Murphy said the 
buyer of liquor is equally responsible w.tli 
the seller. The saloon cannot run with- 
out boys any more than a bank can with- 
out money. 
The 
209,000 saloons in 


Amorica are successful onlyat the expense 
of t he happy homes. It's good work to 
take the saloon from the drunkard, but 
it's better work to take the saloon from 
the boys before they become drunkards. 
Drunkenness lifts its brazen head in this 
community and says that innocence shall 
suffer. 


The speaker showed that drunken men 


abu.se dumb beasts and in summing up 
said: "This community should stand up 
and say 'no' to this traffic so loud that it 
would sound from one end of the com- 
monwealth to the other. He advised the 
citi/ens to vote no-license and stated that 
as the sale of liquor decreases so does the 
sale of the necessaries of life increase. lie 
closed with an eloquent appeal for tem- 
peni nee.

AMERICAN TIN PLATE. 
' 


Remarkable Growth of the 
Industry 


Daring the Fast Year. 


New York, April 4.—The quarterly 


review of the American tin plate manu- 
facturing industry, published in the 
Mental Worker this week, shows that 
seventy-three firms are now ready to 
engage iu the manufacture 
of tin 


plates in the United States. Thirty- 
four of these corncerns are what is 
known as dipping plauts.-which merely 
coat black steel sheets purchased in 
the market and finish them into tin 
plates. 
The remaining 
thirty-nine 


concerns are tin plate works proper, 
that is to say, plants which roll and 
coat their own steel sheets. Thesa 
thirty-nine works possess an aggre- 
gate of 172 hot mills, used for manu- 
facturing the black steel plates which 
when coated constitute tin plates. In 
the first quarter of the year seventeen 
such mills were added to the works, 
increasing their annual capacity by 
over 500,000 boxes and bringing the 
present potential capacity of American 
tin plate mills up '.to about, 5,1200,000 
boxes a year. Thus American tin plate 
mumifacturers are now in a position to 
fill tin-whole of the consumptive de- 
innnrl for tin plates in the United 
States, apart from 
that proportion 


used by the packers and by the oil 
trade, winch it, still held by the Wel*h 
trade.

Albany. April 4.—State excise com- 


missioner Henry H. Lyman has decided 
upon Maynard N. Clement of Canan- 
daigua as his principal deputy, with a 
salary of 84,000. There xvero several 
applicants for the place. Mr. Clement 
was strongly recommended by the 
judges o! his locality and others for 
the place now held by Mr. Lyman. 
Col. Lyman replied to a number of 
questions submitted to him last nie-ht. 
In his reply to the question whether 
he would enforce the Sunday closing 
feature of the law through his confi- 
dential agents he said that he would 
prefer that the peace officers of the 
different localities should enforce those 
provisions of the law, and he did not 
consider it incumbent on him to en- 
force Sunday 
closing 
through his 


agents, lie explained that he did not 
expect any clashing or shifting of re- 
sponsibility between district-attorneys 
acid attorneys appointed by him in 
prosecuting cases. The attorneys of 
tue department were to attend to pro- 
ceedings of a civil aud quasi-civil char- 
acter. 
He said that as yet he had no 


knowledge what the action of the civil 
service commission would 
be with 


reference to placing the confidential 
agents under civil service rules. He 
was unable to say how the confidential 
agents would be distributed, or how 
many New York and the other large 
cities would have.S 


Working Night and Bay. 


In answer to inquiries as to how he 


was getting along with the organiza- 
tion of his department, Mr. Lyman 
said: "I am first required by the excise 
law to prepare the necessary books for 
my office and prepare and furnish to 
each special deputy commissioner and 
each county treasurer in the state the 
necessary account books, papers, ap- 
plication and consent blank bonds for 
applicants and the necessary blanks 
for reports, all of which must be uni- 
form throughout the state. All this 
must be done as soon prior to May 1 as 
is possible so that the public and ap- 
plicants may become familiar with the 
method of transaction of business 
adopted by the department. I am also 
required to prepare and send to the 
special deputies and county treasurers 
proper books, blank reports, etc., as 
soon prior to April 15 as is possible. It 
is obvious that the seasonable accom- 
plishment of this work is a heavy task. 
I have utilized all the assistance I can 
obtain which may be useful. We are 
working day and night and hope that 
the public may not become unduly im- 
patient in view of the magnitude of the 
work and the short time to which we 
are limited for its performance." 


RECH AT MAYS LANDING. 


Speedy Justice Expected in tbe 
Case 


of the Wife Murderer. 


Mays Landing, N. J., April 3.—When 


John Rech stepped off the train of tbe 
West Jersey railroad near here last 
evening he looked into the faces of a 
crowd of several hundred people who 
had gathered to wait for him. Not the 
slightest demonstration or even a re- 
mark against the prisoner was made. 
Only the crowd surged and pushed, 
all anxious to see Rech. As the sheriff 
started from the depot with him liech 
gave one scared look around at the 
crowd, and, on being reassured by the 
sheriff, kept his eyes towards the 
ground and never once looked up until 
safe within the jail. 
Jersey justice 


will probably be swift in Eech's case, 
as the grand jury meets in nine days 
and his trial will probably follow in a 
few days.

BACKWARD SEASON A HINDRANCE 


Spring Purchases Unit Lessen th« Al- 


ready Small Stock aud Compel 


Buying — Low Prices StllJ 


Generally the Rule. 


New York, April 4.—Dun's review of 


the state of trade for the week just 
closing will, to-day, say: The improve- 
ment expected with spring weather tie- 
pins, though in some branches of busi- 
ness scarcely visible. As consumers 
make spring purchases they must les- 
sen stocks and compel buying. The 
stocks taken in advance of consumers' 
demands last summer have been dis- 
tributed far more slowl}' than was ex- 
pected, but months of waiting have 
lessened the load which it is hoped 
spring buying will clear away. The 
backward season has been a hindrance, 
and the number of hands unemployed 
in important industries, and the low 
prices of farm products. Apprehen- 
eions of foreign or financial difficulties 
have hindered, but are now scarcely 
felt. Gold exports are rumored, but 
at this season are so far natural that 
they have no such power to cause 
alarm as they had in winter. 


Iron and Steel Industry."! 


The gigantic steel combination ia 


expected to have a great influence in 
sustaining markets and stimulating 
confidence, and, though such opera- 
tions often miss the success they seek, 
they rarely fail to kindle speculative 
buying for 
a- time. The sudden ad- 


vance of S3 a ton in billets a week ago 
has raised Bessemer pig SI at Pitts- 
burg', and the demand for structural 
forms increases in expectation that 
prices will rise. 
Kail associations 


have given notice of another advance 
of 15 cts. at the end of this month. 
Bars have been greatly demoralized, 
some manufacturers now hoping to ro- 
establish the combination, as steal 
bars will become dearer. But No. 1 
foundry is slightly lower at Philadel- 
phia, 
and 
the 
demand 
for fin- 


ished products does not yet improve. 
The steel concerns propose to restrict 
production by allotment. 
Hoots and Shoes; Cotton! and Woolen*. 


Less encouragement appears in the 


boot and shoe trade, as buyers hesitate, 
though leather is still firmly held. 
Hides continue to fall sharply, having 
declined since January 1, 18.5 per cent, 
against only 7,8 per cent, in leather 
and 10.9 per cent, in boots and shoes, 
with part of the factories idle or work- 
ing short force. The demand is not 
yet up to the average, though prices 
are about as low as ever. Shipments 
from Boston for the month were the 
lowest in five years, and for the quar- 
ter nearly 20 per cent leas than last 
year, and only 1.6 percent, larger than 
in 1S94. The woolen manufacturer 
does not gain in orders, and a large 
parbof the machinery is stopped. Prices 
of wool have fallen 7>£ per cent., the 
average of 104 quotations being 13.02 
cents. Sales in March were smaller 
than in any other month since Juna, 
1894. 
Cotton mills still pile up goods 


in advance of orders, as reductions in 
prices have failed as yet to stimulate 
buying.

Those who 
are at work, fearing an attack on the 
part of those on strike, have armed 
themselves and threaten to shoot if in- 
terfered with. Baruesboro is a new 
mining town in Cambria county, this 
state.

The action of that 
body last night in unanimously de- 
ciding to remain in office after the sen- 
ate had declined the government a 
vote of confidence, the cabinet mem- 
bers deeming the approval accorded by 
the chamber of deputies sufficient jus- 
tification for them to stick to their 
poet, has greatly encouraged President 
Faure. 
The action of the senate 


meets with general disapproval. \Yhen 
an interpellation of the government's 
foreign policy was submitted in that 
body last evening, M. Bourgeois, prime 
minister and minister of foreign af- 
fairs, asked th<it tae questioning bo 
deferred, as he could give no reply be- 
yond that which he had made iu tlie 
chamber of deputies, ile added that 
the. adjournment of tho interpellation 
woflld not lesson the senate's rights, 
while it would 31 re tho government 
the authority und strcag-tu necessary 
to pursue its negotiations regarding } 
the Egyptian und oilier foreign ques- 
tions. 
The senate refused to agree to 


M. Bourgeois' proposal, whereupon 
he declared t'.iat he should make no 
reply to the interpellation, having no 
further explanation to furcia.. The fol- 
lowing resolution was then suij.j.. 'tl: 
"The senate, noting the declaration o£ 
the government that it cannot add to 
its explanation of the chamber of de- 
puties on Thursday, and regretting 
that those explanations, are insufficient, 
refuse to grant tho government a vote 
of confidence iind passes to the order 
of the day." This was adopted by a 
vote of 157 to 77. The senate adjourned 
until April 22. Immediately thereaf- 
ter the ministers retired and held a 
council at the foreign office.

gation from both the serrate and cham- 
ber of deputies have visited M. Bour- 
geois and assured him ^of _thcir esteem 
and confidence.
